~ And I have received reports from 
various points in the Soviet Union that 
more and more prisoners sentenced to 
hard labor are being used to construct 
the pipeline. Their number is now 
estimated at 100,000, many of them

“She spent many months in a peni- 
tentiary and now is in a prison camp 
which is the worst of the camps for 
women in the Soviet Union. It is not 


possible to describe it in writing. One 


must see it with one’s own eyes. 


“The camp is located in the Taiga, 
far from any human settlements, and . 


it is in a state of total disrepair. Built

250,000. .
